An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Wei Te Chung on March 5, 2004. 

The application has been amended as follows: in claim 13, line 6, after 
"connector" insert - -; wherein the mounting base further comprises a pair of opposite 
raised "U"-shaped sidewalls, and defines a pair of cutouts between opposing ends of 
the sidewalls, wherein an auxiliary base is attached with the mounting base; wherein the 
auxiliary base comprises a pair of positioning arms received in the cutouts of the 
mounting base, and defines a pair of through acting slots corresponding to the guiding 
blocks of the mounting base - -; in claim 15, line 1 , changed numeral "14" to - -13- -; in 
claim 18, line 1, changed numeral "17" to - -15- -; and claims 14,16,17, 19 and 20 are 
canceled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-13,15 and 18 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: regarding 
claim 1, patentability resides, at least in part, in the mounting base having at least a pair 
of guiding blocks for mating with the spring arms of the connector, in combination with 
the other limitations of the base claim; regarding claim 13, patentability resides, at least 
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in part, in the mounting base comprising at least a pair of guiding blocks; wherein each 
guiding block comprises a slantwise guiding surface facing a periphery of the connector, 
and an auxiliary base comprising a pair of positioning arms received in the cutouts of 
the mounting base, and defines a pair of through acting slots corresponding to the 
guiding blocks of the mounting base, in combination with the other limitations of the 
base claim. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
